e Two years to spend a single year’s set-aside

Set-Aside determined July 1, 2014

Obligation Period

e An LEA has 27 months to spend a single year’s
allocation (Tydings Period)

e Equitable services requires a 24 month spending period

e Funds not expended at the close of the 24 month period
may be used at the LEA’s discretion

o Only if the LEA is meeting all equitable services requirements

e Direct Student Services (Required)

o Costs of providing special education and related services,
including transportation to these services

x« Speech & Language

x Physical Therapy
x« Deaf and Hard of Hearing

e Indirect Services (Not Required)
o Special Education training for private school personnel

o Resource / assistive technology library accessible to private
schools
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Non-Eligible Expenditures

e Child find activities
e Special education evaluations

e Administrative Costs (clerical, director)
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Expenditures NOT Allowed

e Remodeling or repairs of private school facilities

e Paying salaries of private school staff for part of their
regular duties

e Response to Intervention (RtI) costs

o Federal funds cannot be used for the general needs of students
enrolled in a private school.

« EDGAR § 76.658
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No Benetit to the Private Schools

e IDEA funds may not be turned over to the private
school to use at its discretion
o Do not send a check to the private school!

o The LEA must determine the services and pay for them

e Non-disposable items purchased with IDEA funds
belong to the LEA, not the private school!
o Textbooks

o FM systems
o iPads
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Equitable Services & Time and Effort Reporting

Charges to Federal awards must be based on
records that accurately reflect the work performed.
These records must:

e Be supported by a system of internal control which
provides reasonable assurance that the charges are
accurate, allowable, and properly allocated

e Be incorporated into the official records of the
subrecipient

e Document the staff time spent providing equitable services.
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Equitable Services & Property Management

e Any equipment purchased for the student attending
the private school is OWNED by the LEA.

o Know what has been purchased with IDEA funds
o Know where it is located

o Know how it is being used

o Get it back when no longer needed by the student at the
private school
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Supplement / Not Supplant

e Must use required IDEA funds to provide special
education services to parentally placed private school
children BEFORE local funds may be used

e Expenditures within the IDEA flow-through or
preschool budget

e No separate budget, functions or line items

e Option to contract for direct student services under
purchased services
o Purchased service is identified as “Equitable Services”

e Collect private school student enrollment numbers
for equitable services participation

e Collect private school student information for the
“Additional Data” reporting requirement

e Reserve funds for equitable services

e Budget for reserved equitable services amount

Frequently Asked Clarification

e What if the private school refuses to participate?
o Documentation

o Must still serve students at other private schools

e What is the LEA’s responsibility for finding parentally
placed private school students?

o Child find activities similar to those done for the LEA’s public school
students

e The private schools just want SMART boards. Can we use
our equitable services set-aside to purchase them?

Frequently Asked Clarification

e Are Residential Care Centers considered private
schools?

o Yes — if they meet the definition of a private school in
Wisconsin, they are private schools under the equitable
participation provision of IDEA.

o The Key: Equitable services are provided to parentally placed
private school students. So although RCCs are private schools,
the student has to be placed by a parent to be included in the
calculation.

Frequently Asked Clarification

e We bill all of our Speech and Language therapists to
Medicaid. Do we have to use IDEA funds to provide
services to private school students? We're providing
the services, we just want to use local funds.

o Yes — the equitable services set-aside amount under IDEA
must be used. To use local funds instead of the IDEA funds
would be considered supplanting.

Unusual Situation

e For the first time in years, the private school in our
district will enroll a student with a disability in
Kindergarten this fall. According to the regs, we do
not set-aside funds for FY 2015 because the count
from Oct. 1, 2013, was zero. Are we still required to
complete the other equitable services steps, such as
consultation with the private schools and developing
a services plan?

o No — If there is no required set-aside amount, then there is no
reason to develop a services plan.
